Any person who is the sole heac 
of a family, or any male over lt 
years old, may homestead a quate: 
section of available Dominion lanc 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber 
ta. The applicant must appear ir 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district 
Entry by proxy maybe made at ads 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land ir 
each of three years. A homesteade 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 8 
acres, solely owned and occupied b} 
him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may preempt 38 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon thr 
homestead or pre-emption six month: 
in each of six years from date o’ 
homestead entry (including the tim: 
required to earn homestead patent’ 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. : 

A homesteader who has exhaustec 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for ¢ 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
trivts.

TEA IN ENGLAND 


iThe Earliest Price Was From $30 to 
$50 a Pound 


SUMMARY—Considering the various points brought before you, then deductions must be made with 
regard to your locations. The rocks exposed on the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains are the Cambrian 
Rocks, Silurian, Devonian or Devono-Carboniferous. These latter are the seat of the origin of the oil; the 
petroleum here formed finds a reservoir in the Dakota sandstones of the Cretaceous rocks. 

These Dakota sandstones are known to exist in many states to the south, and as far north as Fort 
Vermilion on the Peace River. They have been located in the Rocky Mountains and also in Manitoba, so 
that this great gas-oil reservoir must underlie the plains of Alberta at varying depths. 

The Cretaceous formation is divided into series, beginning with the Kootenaie Formation which holds 
the Bituminous coals of the mountains, but, thinning out towards the prairies, it entirely disappears or 
emerges into the Dakota Sandstone (oil belt) say 300 feet. 

Benton shales and Niobrara sandstones 760 feet. 

Claggett shales, Belly river series, Pierre shales 1,650 feet 

Edmonton series, coal, shales, etc., 700 feet. 

Tertiary : Paskapoo beds, etc. 

The Tertiary deposits are those exposed on the river banks west of Red Deer, and overlying these is a 
thin covering of glacial deposits. 

There is very little doubt that all the stratified measures exist in this locality and when the Belly River 
series is reached a strong flow of gas will be encountered which may equal the permanency of the first wells 
drilled at Medicine Hat. The gas from the.oil zone is not likely to be reached until close to the Dakota 
sandstones, as the location is approximately at the base of a broad Syncline, the stratas gently sloping to the 
north-east, and, a few miles further, trending upward in the same direction. The pressure exerted on the 
oil strata is all superimposed, as there are no indications of faultings or foldings of the strata in the district. 

The fact that there is an oil zone in the Province has been conclusively proven ; also that this zone is in 
the Dakota Sandstones ; and sufficient proof has also been given that these sandstones underlie this portion 
of Alberta. ‘

Statistics of Implement Industry—: 
Where the Factories Are—Many 
Canadians Find Work in Them 


In view of the general discussion 
of the agricultural implement indus-. 
try, which has gone on all over Canada 
in the past few years, the following 
facts, as presented in the course of 
tha budget debate in Ottawa recently, 
will be of great interest to all Zan- 
dians, particularly those who live in 
the West. 

According to the census of 1911 
there are in Canada severty-sevey im- 
plement factories, with a capital 
of $45,060,000. The number of em- 
ployes at ‘factories and head Offices, 
nearly all men, is 9,500 and the amount 
of salaries and wages paid is $5,550,- 
000. Materials used amount to $10,- 
400,000, and the value of products is 
$20,700,000. There are fifty-four of 
these establishments in Ontario, lo- 
cated at forty-three different places 
and in 45 electoral districts. The 
capital invested in Ontario alone Is. 


$44,000,000. The other establishments! 


are located in the province of Quebec, H 
and at Winnipeg and Brandon in the 
province of Manitoba. I have a com- 
plete list of the places in which there 
are manufactories of agricultural im- 
plements. I shall not go through it in 
detail, but for the information of the 
House—because it was a surprise to | 00 
me—I propose to mention to-night the’ 
names of the places in Canada in 
which agricultural implements of one 
kind or another are manufactured. 
This is the list: Hamilton, Brockville, 
Toronto, Peterborough, Preston, St. 
Mary’s, Smith's Falls, Teeswater, Wel- 
land, Terrebonne, Guelph, Ingersoll, 
St. George, Woodstock, Brantford,' 
Cowansville, Aurora, Ayr, Bolton, 
Goderich, Merrickville, Orillia, Paris, 
La Prairie, Montmagny, Tillsonburg, 
Brandon, Chatham, Waterloo, New 
Hamburg, St. Hyacinthe, Winnipeg, 
Ottawa, Ridgetown, St. Andre, War. 
wick, Summerside, P.E.I., Calgary, 
Iberville, Joliette, Halifax, New Glas- 
gow, Waterloo, Walkerville, Sorel, 
Waterville. So-far as the record goes, 
there are agricultural implement 
establishments in every province ex- 
cept British Columbia. In these places

The Man Who Used 
Common Sense 


John Arbuthnotte, writing of the 
late Sir William Whyte in June 
Canada Monthly, tells a characteris- 
tic story of him when he was gener- 
al superintendent of the western 
division of the Canadian Pacific. He] 
says: 

“Men who worked beside him,twen- 
ty years ago tell many _ stories 
of the practical common-sense that 
he brought to bear upon the prob- 
lems of the road from the beginning 
of his service. The story of the 
Edmonton oats is one of the most 
typical. 

“Tr, his first general superintendent 
days, the Canadian Pacific was hav- 
ing a world of trouble with its 
freight cars engaged in. carrying 
oats. There was a large and in- 
creasing tonnage of grain to be haul- 
ed, and all the rolling stock was 


needed. Yet the repair shops were 
in constant receipt of freight cars 
which came limping in with ruined 


journals, broken down apparently by 
overloading. The shops swore at 
the yard-men, and the division sup- 
erintendent, with his desk piled up 
with kicks from irate farmers, swore 
at the shops. Yet the yard-men, ac- 
cused, arose in righteous indignation 
and pointed to the load-lines that 
showed unmistakably above the erate 
in the cars. 

“Now a load-line is a mark re- 
stricting the capacity of the car, 
according to the weight of the mater- 
ial carried. Figuring oats at thirty- 
four pounds to the bushel, which up 
to that time was the standard 
weight everywhere, the yard-men had 
loaded the cars exactly to the load- 
lines, and by all ordinary laws, the 
ears were O.K. 

“Tn the course of time the trouble 
came up to General Superintendent 
of the Western Division, William 


Whvte. Tle did not swear at = any- 
hody. That wasn’t his way. Te 
listened to the end, and then said 


matter-of-factly. 
“*Supppose you weich those oats.’ 
“The division superintendent open- 
ed his mouth to speak, thought bet- 
ter of it, and sought a scale with 
a bushel of oats. Thirty-four—thir- 
six — thirty-cicht — these western- 
frown oats took from forty to forty- 
six pounds of iron to balance them, 
and the mystery was solved. William 
Whyte had used plain, sane, common- 
sense, which after all is ahout as 
uneommon as any other quality of 
mankind ; and in three minutos had 
settled a difficulty over which the 
whole prairie section of the line had 
hogeled for weeks.”

“MODEL.FARM IN WEST 


How It Is ‘Proposed. to Colonize 14,000 
nea Near. 'Kineella “Hie 


Mr.:Albion Hunt dnd Mr. Hal. Carl- 
ton of London, England, intend to 
colonize a tract. of land of about 
14,000 acres lying ‘near Kinsella on 
the main line of the. Grand Trunk’ 
Pacific, about 75 miles east of. Ed- 
monton. The novelty of the plan lies 
Ir’ the fact ‘that the promoters will 
endeavor.to attract in’ particular the 
man ‘who ‘has not had: any. previous. 
experience .in farming., ‘They : will, 
have a model ‘three hundred and 
twenty acre farm in the centre of the 
tract. This model farm will be run’ 
on a strictly business basis while at 
the same time it will be'of educational 
value. ‘It will show the new settler. 
how to erect the best and cheapest 
kind of houses and other buildings 
ard the best manner of raising 
horses, cattle, hogs, poultry, grain, 
fodder, crops on a commercial paying 
basis. The model farm will also teach 
how to best handle the land itself 
from the initial breaking to the har- 
vesting of the crops. Arrangements 
will be made for the marketing of all 
kinds of produce, and advice will be 
glven as to the necessary equipment 
of the farm, including. both live stock 
and machinery.

The time may be comt 
ing when these men would save the 
city from a serious conflagration, 
and it was not much encouragement 
to them to know that when they 
need work to live, they are passed 
over in favor of men who have 
neithor the inclination or training 
to make good firemen. 

He asked that, providing the _fire- 
men were equal in other respects, 
they be given preference on city 
work, otherwise they would te leav- 
ing for where they could procure 
work. 

He reported having issued certifi- 
cates to the various hotels regard- 
ing fire alarms and escapes. 

The fire alarm system had been 
tested four times during the month 
and found working satisfactorily.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 
SEVERELY CRITICIZED 


Alderman Watson thought the fire 
chief’s report was most uncalled for. 
He believed the firemen were to 
blame themselves. He knew where 
one man had stated that he joined 
the fire brigade because he could get 
an easier job. He (Alderman Wat- 
son) did not helieve that a fireman 
should be preferred to steady rats- 
payers, particularly married men, 
and he did not believe in the fore- 
man showing prefenznce to them. 
He supported Foreman Morris in his 
actions. 

Alderman Carswell did not think 
Chief Meeres’ report was_ justified. 
Such a criticism should not have 
been made in a report that has to 
be made public. The city foreman 
appeared to be between two fires, 
and was ovidently trying to do the 
thing that was right, and as long 
as he did that he would receive his 
support. He would, however, al- 
ways support a ratepayer for city 
work in preference to an outsider, 
and a fireman should receive a 
preference, all other things being 
equal, 

Alderman Smith said that ho had 
alot of sympathy for the fire bri- 
gade, yot he thought we should be 
careful how far we interfered with 
‘tthe city foreman in regard to em 
ploying finsmen. We held him re- 
sponsible for the work, and he should 
have a free hand to get mon who 
would give the best servico. 

Mayor Carscallen said that in his 
opinion the fire chief was not justi- 
fied in bringing the matter beforo 
the Council in his report. He could 
have interviewed the Commissioners, 
and the matter could have been gone 
inte) co seo if any injustice had been 
done to the firemen.

The Court of Revision for the 
Municipality, of the City of Red Deer 
met yosterday afternoon in the 
Council Chamber to hear appeals 
against the 1914 assessments. The 
Court was called to order by Mayor 
Carseallen at two o’clock, there be: 
ing some fifty or sixty ratepayars 
present at the time. The appeals 
number in all about 150, independent 
of bitsinass assesament, which is 
away in excess of any year previous. 

During the afternoon — sessions 
about fifty appeals were heard, prac- 
tically all the appellants losing 
their appeals on the ground — that 
the assessment was higher than the 
actual value of the property, and 
contrary to.the law of the province.

The attitude of the Court 
appeared to be sympathetic, and 
that of the appellants reasonable. 

The court, which adjourned at 5.30 
p.m., to meet again at 8 p.m., was 
composed of Mayor Carscallen, 
AJderman Bottorill, Alderman Lord, 
Alderman Coote, Alderman Smith 
and Alderman Watson, Commissioner 
Stephenson, _ Assessor John Malcolm, 
and City “Solicitor G. W. Greene 
being in attendance.
